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Introduction 



This report provides national and State summaries of 
local public education agency revenues by source and ex- 
penditures by function. National trends since fiscal year 
1971 are presented and discussed in the text. The appendix 
consists of 10 tables of financial statistics which provide 
detailed information about each State for fiscal year 1980. 
Tables Ho 4 provide State aggregate data for revenues re- 
ceived by local education agencies (LEAs); tables 5 to 9 
provide State aggregate data for outlays. Table 10 is the 
basis for allocation of monies under Public Law 81-874 
and Public Law 89-10. 
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Revenues 



Receipts are the total of all the income of a local educa- 
tion agency (LEA) from any and all sources including bor- 
rowings; sales of land, buildings, scrap; gifts; and Federal, 
State, intermediate, and local grants-in-aid. 

Revenues, a specially defined type of receipt, are addi- 
tions to assets which do not: (1) increase any liability; (2) 
represent the recovery of a prior expenditure; or (3) repre- 
sent the cancellation of certain liabilities without a cor- 
responding increase in other liabilities or a decrease in 
ass.ets. Non-revenue receipts are: amounts borrowed and 
not repaid during the year, the value of assets converted to 
cash, recovery of prior expenditures, and compensation 
for losses of previously acquired assets. 

Total receipts of local education agencies included $3.7 
billion of non-revenue and $96.9 billion of revenue in fiscal 
year 1980. Details by States are provided in table 1. 

Revenue per pupil in average daily attendance was 
$2,530; of this amount, Federal, State, and local portions 
were $248, $1,184, and $1,098 per pupil, respectively. 
Mississippi derived the highest proportion of its revenue 
from Federal sources (25.1 percent) and Iowa was lowest 
(6.4 percent). Revenue from State sources was highest in 
Washington (69.5 percent) and lowest in New Hampshire 
(8.2 percent). Hawaii and Alaska, both State systems, pro- 
vided 84.7 percent and 72.1 percent of the required 
revenues for public elementary and secondary education 
from state sources. Revenues from local sources were high- 
est in New Hampshire (85 percent) and lowest in Mississip- 
pi with 18.9 percent of revenues being derived from local 
sources. (See table 3 for additional details by State). 

Table A presents the trend for total receipts from fiscal 
year 1971 through fiscal year 1980. The table includes the 
revenue and non-revenue components of total receipts and 
the percent of each, compared with the total. While rev- 
enues increased from $44.5 billion in fiscal year 1971 to 
$96.9 billion in fiscal year 1980, non-revenues increased 
fractionally from $3.3 billion in fiscal year 1971 to $3.7 
billion in fiscal year 1980. In adjusted dollars, the $3.7 
billion is equivalent to $1.9 billion fiscal year 1971 dollars 
which is a 58 percent decline of non-revenue receipts in 
W8Q compared with 1971. The decline of non-revenue re- 
ceipts is due in part to the slow-down in borrowing for

school construction m light of declinin^enrollmciii* and 
high interest rates.

Table B shows the trend of LEA revenues b> source fui 
public elementary and secondary education fur fiscal )cai^ 
1971 through 1980. The local share of the total mcnucs 
continued to decline, from 44.7 percent in fiscal year 1979 
to 43.4 percent in fiscal year 1980. The State share of 
reveitftts increased to 46.8 percent for fiscal year 1980 
compared with 45.6 percent for fiscal year 1979. Fur the 
past two years, the State share has exceeded the lucal share 
of revenues. The Federal proportion of revenues remained 
unchanged at 9.8 percent. 

Revenue from local sources as a peto€npti total re\enue 
available to LEAs has decreased annually for the past 
several years from 51 percent in fiscal year 1973 to 43 per- 
cent in 1980 (table 5). Concurrently, revenue from proper 
ty taxes as a percent of revenue from local sources has also 
decreased. Consequently, revenue from property taxes as a 
percent of total revenue has decreased. In 1973 property 
taxes represented over 90 percent of the revenues from 
local sources and just under 50 percent of total revenues 
By 1980 these percentages had dropped to just over 80 per 
cent and 35 percent, respectively. Table C reflects the 



dramatic shift away from property taxes to other sources 
of support for public elementary and secondary education.

It is unlikely that the revenues reported in this report 
would reconcile with entitlements, allotments, grant 
awards, etc., f6r the same year sinc^tfiose items are often 
paid in different years and may be received by the LEA's in 
different fiscal years. It is because of the distinction be- 
tween revenues and receipts, that total outlays exceed total 
revenues but not total receipts. Table 5 reveals that total 
outlays were S99.8 billion compared with the $96.9 billion 
of revenue reported in table 1. This difference is attribut- 
able to expenditures for construction which are typically 
supported with large non-revenue receipts. 
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Expenditures 

Total outlays 

The total outla> of monies for public elementary and 
>econdar> education b> the local education agencies for 
fiscal >ear 1980 was $99. 8 billion which represents an in- 
crease of 1 1 3 percent over fiscal year 1979. This amount 
includes expenditures of $4.7 billion b> State and other 
agencies "for and on behalf of local education agencies, 
$6.5 billion spent for capital items; $5.8 billion spent for 
debt service, and more than half a billion dollars spent for 
commun^v services. Total outlavs for the 50 States and the 
District of Columbia are presented in table 5. 

Table 6 provides for the 50 States and the District of 
Columbia a breakdown o{ the outlays for debt service into 
pnncipal, interest, and other debt service and a breakdown 
of capital outlav into land, buildings, and equipment. 
Table n presents for the 50 States and the District of Co- 
lumbia the distribution of the $86.7 billion of outlays for 
current expenditures by local education agencies, including 
expenditures b> State and other agencies "for and on 
behalf of h^EA's, by major function. 

Current expenditures 

Current expenditures are those outlays made b> LEAs 
for operating the schools and providing educational pro- 
grams and services for one fiscal year. The most common 
fiscal > ear is July 1 through June 30, however, there are ex- 
ceptions, e.gr, Colorado's fiscal year is the calendar year. 
These statistics generally reflect the current expenditures 
for the 1979-80 school year. 

The national total of expenditures by LEAs for the 50 
States and the District of Columbia for "current" opera- 
tions of the public elementary and secondary schools was 
$82.2 billion in fiscal year 1980. This represents an increase 
of 11.1 percent over fiscal year 1979 when expenditures 
were $74.0 billion. Table 7 provides a breakdown of cur- 
reht expenditures, by LEAs including expenditures for and 
on behalf of LEA's by State and other agencies, into the 
following functions, local administration, instruction, 
pupil transportation, operation and maintenance of plant, 
pupil services, and fixed charges for the 50 States and the 
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District of Columbia. Some of the variation in the percent 
distribution shown in table 7 and table D is due to changes 
in State accounting svstems. This is most notable for the 
fixed charges function where seven States reported no ex- 
penditures under that categorv In these States, the 
expendtitures usuallv reported under fixed charges have 
been classified as objects of expenditures included with 
other functions, some other States partially distribute 
expenditures for fixed charges. 

Tables 5 and 6 provide State and national total outlays 
b> level and purpose. Tables 7, 8, and 9 provide State and 
national totals for current expenditures made b> local edu- 
cation agencies and expenditures made b> other agencies 
rf^for and on behalf of the LEA. 

Table D presents the national average current expendi- 
tures per ADA for local education agencies. Two averages 
are given. The larger amount (52,268.93) represents all cur- 
rent expenditures b> the LEA plus those by other agencies 
"for and on behalf 1 oi the LEA. The lower amount 
($2,146.57) excludes those expenditures b> other agencies. 
The difference between these averages indicates that LEA 
expenditures would be $122.36 higher if these expenditures 
were made by the LEA. 

Table E presents a trend of expenditures by function 
since fiscal year 1971 for six major functions, local admin- 
istration, instruction, attendance and health services, pupil 
transportation, operation and maintenance of plant, and 
fixed charges. These six functions account for $78.5 billion 
or 95.5 percent of all expenditures ($82.2 billion) for cur- 
rent operations. 

There are no major changes in the expenditure distribution 
for fiscal year 1980 compared with fiscal year 1979. Details 
for the 50 States and the District of Columbia are reported 
in Table 7.

Elementary and Secondary- Education Act of 1965 
(ESEA), These expenditures constitute a major factor in 
the formulae used to allocate Federal monies under the 
public laws cited. 

Under these laws the term "current expenditures" 
means expenditures for free public education, including 
expenditures for administration, instruction, attendance 
and health services, pupil transportation services, opera- 
tion and maintenance of plant, fixed charges, and net ex- 
penditures to cover deficits for food services and student 
body activities. Not included are expenditures for com- 
munity servtfcs, capital outlay and debt service and those 
reimbursements of tuition and transportation fees and 
grant funds received under ESEA, Titled, }V-B, and IV- 
C. The term "free public education" i^ns education 
which is provided at public expanse, under public supervi- 



sion and direction, and without tuition charge, and which 
is provided as elementary- or secondary school education in 
the applicable State. 

Table F summarizes the information used to determine 
the national current expenditure per pupil in ADA. Table 
10 provides public elementary and secondary' school ADA 
and expenditures at the local level for administration of 
P.L. 81-874 and P.L. 89-10 by States. 

The difference between table 9 which reports a total of 
S2.268.93 per pupil in ADA, including expenditures "for 
and on behalf of LEAs by other agencies, and table 10 
which reports an expenditure of S2, 167.83 per pupil in 
ADA is accounted for by slight variations in expenditures 
allowable for inclusion as current expenditures as defined 
by P.L. 81-874 and P.L. 89-10.

and the average expenditure per pupil for the United States 
and each State, and the District of Columbia. The expendi- 
ture per pupil in ADA for fiscal year 1980 was S2, 167.83 
an increase of 12.9 percent from the fiscal year 1979 na- 
tional average^££l,919.33 in unadjusted dollars. 

Average daily attendance is the key determinant inix>th 
the expenditures per pupil ratio and subsequent measures 
of change from year to year. Figure 1 shows that average 
daily attendance has declined 4.2 million students since it 
peaked at 42.5 million students dunng the 1971-72 school 
year (fiscal year 1972). Although ADA decreased 9.8 per- 



cent since fiscal year 1972, the average expenditures per 
pupil in ADA increased 24.8 percent in dollars adjusted for 
inflation using the CPI over the same period. However, for 
the first time in many years, a decrease in enrollment was 
accompanied by a decrease in expenditures— when dollars 
are adjusted for inflation using the CPI. 

Table G presents expenditures per student in ADA for 
the ten years ending with fiscal year 1980. Data are 
presented in current and "adjusted" dollars "Current" 
dollars represent dollars valued for the period in which 
they were expended. "Adjusted" dollars are current

dollars multiplied by the appropriate CPI constant to ad- 
just them to the number of fiscal year 1980 dollars needed 
to purchase the same goods and ser\ues as were purchased 
in a given fiscal year with current dollars for the fiscal 
year. 

Table G shows the relationship between average daily 
attendance and current expenditures per pupil in ADA 
during the past decade. It clearly shows a marked differ- 
ence in the rates of increase in current expenditures when 
adjusted to 1980 dollars to reflect the effects of inflation. 
ADA reached lis peak of 42.5 million m fiscal year 1972 
and cfitelmcd gradually each year to 38.3 million in fiscal 
year 1980. These decreases paralled those in the school-age 
population of 5- to 17-year olds Statistics published by the 
Bureau of the Census show that the school age population 
began to decrease in 1970. The elementary school age 
group (5- to 13-year olds), however, began to decrease in 
1S16£, while the secondary age group did not start to decline 
until 1975 Statistics published by NCES show that the 
proportion of total enrollment at the secondary level 
climbed annually during this past decade from 29 percent 
in fiscal year 1971 to 32 percent in fiscal year 1980. 



Nationally, enrollment declined, but expenditures for 
education increased until fiscal year 1980. This apparent 
paradox may be explained by examining three factors. 
First* as indicated above, a larger proportion of total en- 
rollment is now found at the secondary level. A general 
rule, recognized in many State aid formulas, is that 
secondary students cost approximately 1.5 times as much 
to educate as elementary students. Thus, the expenditure 
per pupil increased due tojthe movement of students from 
the elementary to the secondary level, even thuugh the 
total enrollment declined somewhat Second, inflation 
contributed heavily to increasing costs. Considering that 
the inflation rate far exceeded the rate of decrease in 
enrollment, it follows that both total expenditures and per 
pupil expenditures would increase somewhat Third, Con- 
gressional mandates to expand services to special student 
populations and the local educational agencies' efforts to 
improve salary schedules and increase services to sjudents 
also tended to force expenditures upward 

Figure 2 presents the trends of current expenditures per 
pupil for a ten year period in current dollars and dollars 
adjusted to fiscal year 1980 purchasing power.

with the national averages. (See table H). 

The geographic distribution of State average expendi- 
tures per pupil in ADA is presented by quartile in figure 3. 
Quartile points divide a distribution into four equal parts 
about the middle value. States whose spending was below 
the first quartile tend to/be grouped in the Southeast with 
the exception of Idaho, Lkah, and Maine. The Southwest, 
Midwest, and North Central states were generally in the in- 
terquartile range (between quartile III and quartile I). Ex- 
penditures were highest in the Northeast and Noithwest 
(above quartile III). There are many factors which cause 
differences in expenditure per pupil ratios which are be- 
>ond the explanator> power of the data analyzed.

Summary 



Average daily attendance declined to 38.3 million stu- 
dents which is comparable with the 1964-65 school year. 
The percent of increase from fiscal year 1979 to fiscal year 
1980 was 2 percent Compared with a decrease of 2.5 per- 
cent the»prior year. Revenues from State sources continued 
to increase and exceeded revenues from local sources for 
the second consecutive year. This trend is especially note- 
worthy in the period of declining enrollments since the 
State grants-in-aid is paid only for pupils who are actually 
attending school. The share of total revenues derived from 
the local property tax reached a new low of 35.1 percent. 
The local property tax accounted for 80.8 percent of local 
revenue, down from 86.6 percent in fiscal year 1979, 

Expenditures for current operations increased by~U.5 
percent in current dollars. In adjusted dollars, hpweverV 
expenditures decreased 0.7 percent or $15 per student in 
ADA. Current expenditures, under the more restricted 
definition of P.L. 89-10, decreased 0.3 percent orB7 per 
'pupil in ADA after adjusting for inflation using th^CPI. 
Current expenditures per pupil, for purposes of IM<. 
89-10, were $2,168 for FY 80. This u the first decrease in 
expenditures per pupil in ADA^reported since this series 
was started in 1968 by NCES. 






Appendix 



Statistics arc presented by State in total amounts and in 
ratios for each State; e.g., revenues and expenditures per 
pupil in average daily attendance by source ofcrevenue or 
function of expenditures. These data are the primary 
sources of comparable, financial State summary data 
among States for revenues and expenditures.
